Young Pilot 
Eats Raw Owl 
Grasshoppers 
For 3 Days

Somewhere in Australia, June ^A 


CAP)—A United States fighter pilot 
forced down after a battle with a 
Japanese bomber, came out of the 
crocodile-infested swamps of north- 
em Australia today to tell of a 
three-day ordeal which drove him 
to eat grasshoppers and raw owl 
meat. 


He is a 27-year-old lieutenant, 


married and a former printer ap- 
pentice on the Columbia (S.C.) 
Eecord. 


The pilot said he climbed oui of 


his damaged plane uninjured. He 
had been forced down several 
months before, he related, "bat this 
time I had only a quart of water 
in my canteen." 


Looks for Food 


"I spent the afternoon oa the 


beach, between the sea and a 
swamp, catting: a disc from my 
parachute to protect myself from 
mosquitoes and 
making- two 


cloth circles, hoping to attract 
attention to the plane," he said. 
'The next day I set out at day- 


break, leaving a. note fastened to the 
plane saying I was heading north 
as I knew an island where food 
could be had." 


For three days the pilot beat his 


way through great matted roots, 
vines and grass head-tall, able to 
travel only three or four miles from 
dawn to sundown. 


"All the time" I had no food," he 


continued. "But suddenly I remem- 
bered the boys had told me about 
eating lily roots. There were lilies 
in the stream. They are nice eat- 
ing, too. 


"Once I toppled over in. long 


glass and lay too exhausted to 
move. My eyes lighted on a long- 
grasshopper.

" 'Hell,' I said. Tin going to eat 


you too.' 


'T tore off the head and tafl 


and ate the legs and the rest of 
it. Not so bad. It tasted like 
crabmeat-" 
Later on, he fcflled an owl

Eats Raw Owl, 
Grasshoppers 
For 3 Days

Somewhere In Australia, June 24 
(AP)—A United States fighter pilot 
forced down after a battle with a 
Japanese bomber, came out of the 
crocodile-infested swamps of no rth ­ 
ern Australia today to tell of a 
three-day ordeal which drove him 
to eat grasshoppers and raw owl 
meat.

The pilot said he climbed out of 
his damaged plane uninjured.

"I spent the afternoon on the 
beach, between the sea and a 
swamp, rutting a dim- from my 
parachute to protect myself from 
mosquitoes 
and 
making 
two 
cloth circles, hoping to attract 
attention to the plane." he said. 
"The next day I set out at day­ 
break. leaving a note fastened to the 
plane saying I was heading north 
as I knew an island where food 
could be had." 
For three days the pilot beat his 
way through great m atted roots, 
vines and grass head-tall, able to 
travel only three or four miles from 
dawn to sundown. 
"All the time I had no food," he 
continued 
But suddenly I rem em ­ 
bered the boys had told me about I 
eating lily roots. 
There were lilies 
in the stream . 
They are nice eat­ 
ing. too. 
"Once I toppled over In long 
grass and lay too exhausted to 
move. My eye* lighted on a long 
grasshopper. 
Eats Grasshopper 
M ‘Hell,* I said. ‘I'm going to eat 
you too.’ 
"I tore off the head and tall 
and ate the legs and the rest of 
it. 
Not so had. 
It tasted like 
crabmeal." 
L ater on, he killed an owl. 
"I ate th a t owl’s legs raw, plan­ 
ning to save the rest.” he said. 
‘ Then I saw a crocodile and heard 
a plane. 
"Still clutching tile dismembered 
owl in one hand. I tottered to the 
beach.

Ha> to authorize monthly payments 
ranging from S10 to $85 for the vic- 
tims of actual attack or of acci- 
dents involving military equipment. 


George, who led a successful fight 


against immediate consideration of 
ihe measure j^sreerday, told re- 
porters he personally favored low- 
cost government insurance simiJar 
to that available to soldiers instead 
of authorizing, the civilian "'pen- 
sions'* which he said were involved 
in the Pepper proposal. 


Pepper served notice, however, 


that he would continue his fight for 
establishment of the principle of di- 
rect government liability for ci- 
vilians as well as soldiers who were 
injured, kUled or captured on what 
he described as "one of the fronts 
of modem warfare." the city that 
might be bombed from the air.

Pittsburgh. June 24 <AP> — Tile 
National Labor Relations Board has 
been asked to settle a labor dispute 
which has arisen because of the 
feud between John L. Lewis, head 
of tile United Mine Workers, and 
ClO-President Philip Murray. 
The dispute, one of the first of 
its kmd in the country , involves two 
CIO unions bidding for bargaining 
rights 
with 
the 
Hartman -Walker 
Refractories Company, operators of 
four plants near Clearfield, Pu., em­ 
ploying 824 persons. 
The 
Harbison-Walker 
Company 
asked the NLRB to determine which 
of the unions it shall deal with— 
a Leals led or Murray-led group of 
the CIO. It explained that its con­ 
tract with the United Construction 
Workers Organizing Committee ex­ 
pires July I. 


It strikes me that the greatest dan­

R ussians Hold On 
Rommel’s success has spurred the 
Nazi efforts to smash the Russians. 
"South of Kharkov the Reds have 
been compelled to withdraw some­ 
what but. as Moscow points out, 
local successes of this sort cannot 
be decisive. The Hitlerites also con­ 
tinue to pile their dead before the 
bastions of Sevastopol, where the 
Muscovites are making an epic stand 
that ranks with the glory of tile 
charge of the light brigade wliich 


border ready for action. 
It’s likely, 
too, that the extension of the Jap 
operations in our far western Aleu­ 
tians is part of this preparation— 
a defensive action calculated to ham­ 
per American aid to Russia across 
the Bering sea short-cut and to 
guard against American bombing of 
Japan from Alaska or the Aleutians. 
Many observers believe the Jap­ 
anese won’t be drawn into conflict 
with Russia if the Axis appears to 
be losing In Europe or if Hitler 
should start winning hands down. 
They don’t intend to pull his chest­ 
nuts out of the fire when he is los­ 
ing, and if he is winning they don’t 
need to jump in. The moment when 
they might attack Siberia would be 
one like the present, when the Ger­ 
mans appears to be getting on well 
but need additional help to make 
the grade. Hence the Berlin propa­ 
ganda campaign now.
